Historical Club Deals With 
Possibility of Common- 
wealth 

DR. TREVELYAN 

Distinguished Historian Was 
Present and Gave Short 
Address

In the establishment or un Anglo- 
Saxon Commonwealth wTilch would 
Include the Drills!) tinlionn and the 
United States, i«ild Dr. Ceorgc Trev- 
elyan speaking al. last, night's rheoUhg 
,of the lllMtorlcni Club at th» home 
of John D'Arcy, lïwi',-, al. which two 
excellent papers weir r e,id dealing 
.with Hritiinntc expansion and the 
poaslldlliy of an Anglo-Saxon Com- 
monwealth, one hy A. P. It. Cnul- 
hen-n, ihe other hy .1. K . McLclchle. 

The possibility of the formation of 
such u common-wealth, staled the 
distinguished historian, had become 
a race against, time, liefore the Un- 
ited Kiaiest came to any understand- 
ing ISnropc migl)t be smashed by 
new wars. Then America was grow- 
ing Ichs and lend Anglo-Saxon but 
.if the diminishing of the Anglo-Sax- 
on element were not loo swift, their 
Ideala might slill .wpread and leaven 
I lie whole'. 

An Anglo- Saxon commonwealth. 
McT.ctchle had stnted, wpuld bo most 
effective in ensuring world peace 
and progress. This was reiterated by 
Dr. Trovclyan who thought thai the 
establishing ot such a union \va» the 
most desirable political end towards 
jwhich mankind could strive. 

Vet he added, there might be truth 
in tho statement that the Anglo-Sax- 
on peoples were becoming a pureiy 
city people. ' . 

SpcaJting of the American revolu- 
tion, Dr. Treyeiyan thought that sép- 
aration would have been inevitable 
even though the question of taxation 
had been settled. The pity of the 
whole thing wn* not the separation 
hut the ill-will and had-feellng that, 
'(had tben arisen between Britain and 
America. 

| ( Professor Williams thought that the 
J question of the formation of an al- 
j lirtiice did not matter so much so 
•long as there was friendly co-opera- 
tion between the llritlsh countries 
land the United State!». The great 
merit of tho British Empire was that 
It had no constitution. With the ex- 
ception of tho Revolutionary period, 
ft be Uritish had proved wonderfully 
( unpcdanllc and had accordingly had 
success in their political dealings. 

Practically every member present 
,0nt(i|-eil »ito the discussion when the 
pApnr* had been read and oil ex- 
pressed their opinions in an excell- 
ent maimer. Dr. Trovclyan was 
made nu honoraa-y member of the 
club. 

Cienornlly Ihe British arrived upon 
the scene late hut Iholr wonderful 
pioneering spirit saved the situation 
for thnnt time niter Unie.

Two Scholarships of Fifteen 
' Hundred Dollars Each 



The Registrar announces that he ;.: 
ready to receive npplicMiuns from 
members of the Faculty ,if Arts for 
the Moyse Travelling Scholarships- 
Applications for theso scholarships 
should be made in writing to the Dean 
of the Faculty of Arts on or before 
April 1st, 1924. Xo rigid form of ap- 
plication is necessary. Candidates, 
however, should address an informal 
application to the Dean ptating where 
they presently intend to study, what 
subjects of study they propose to, fol- 
low, and as near as they can with 
what object or ambition In mind. Two 
references to well-known citizens, not 
lu the University, may also be named. 
The conditions of these scholarships 
are as follows: — 

"These two scholarships shall be 
tenable for one year and shall be of 
the value of Fifteen Hundred Dollars 
each. 

"Each holder shall devote the per- 
iod of his tenure of the scholarships 
to advanced studies*, preferably at 
British or other European universi- 
ties, but not however to the exclus- 
ion, of other Institutions which have 
i he approval of the Faculty of Arts in 
McGill University, and the nature of 
the studies to be followed and the 
place at which they are to be prose- 
cuted are to be stated in the applica- 
tion for the scholarship. 

"These scholarships shall be award- 
ed to graduates of the Faculty of Arts 
in McGill University -.ubject to the 
provisions hereinafter contained. 

"One of such two annual Moyso 
Travelling Scholarships shall be 
awarded for distinction in what may 
be termed Literary Subjects, and the 
other for distinction in what may be 
termed Subjects in Pure and Applied 
Science, it being understood however 
that if a deserving applicant in one" 
of the above divisions is not' forth 
coming, both scholarships may be 
awarded to applicants who belong to 
the other. 

"Deserving applicants who intend 
to devote, or who s.hall have devoted 
themselves to academic -work either 
as instructors or as chiefly or wholly 
engaged in research shall when pos- 
sible be preferred to others; the term 
acadmic' may be held to include 
TOholastic' insofar as the words of 
the present paragraph apply. 

"Applications In writing from grad- 
uates or'.finai year students must lie 
made to the Dean of the Faculty of 
Art's on or before the First day of 
April of -the .year in which the schol- 
arship commences- 

"The awards, shall be made by the 
Faculty of Ans after the result of the 
final examinations lias heen deter- 
mined in the cas» of applicants In the 
graduating year. Should the Faculty 
of Arts not consider the applicants 
from that Faculty to be of sufficient 
merit to receive both or either of the 
Scholarships, the Faculty of Arts 
may- consider applicants from final 
year .«>tudents or graduates of other 
Faculties, and If thought fit make

evening. The party consisted of 
Messrs. Hatshaw, Lloyd, Shepherd, 
and Portal, and - they unan inously 
agrce in ascribing the responsibility 
for their week-end crop of gray 
hnirs, to the waywardness of the 
New York Central Hallway. Cornell 
is s tnated close to the town of Ithaca, 
in the centre of New York State, 
and the unwary traveller would do 
well to take warning from the ex- 
periences of our oratorical quartet, 
and realize that he must be prepared 
for a 17-hour journey, and no less 
than four •"changes" at regular inter- 
vals through the night, and the hours 
of tho cold grey dawn. It is sad 
that a man's vitality is lowest dur- 
ing th c enrly hours of the morning, 
and if anyone chooses lo doubt this, 
let him ask the •'iron." upholders of 
the negnfcve what they felt like on 
Syracuso platform nt 4 o'clock on 
Friday morning, and how they 
fondled their bottles of "Bath Salts" 
in the inside pockets of their over- 
coats (note that Bath Salts la spec - 
ally recommended for people of low- 
vitality).

Resolved "that 
Socialism has the remedy for the pre- 
sent industrial unrest." Mr. Batshaw 
and Mr. l/oyd upheld the affirmative 
in conjunction with. Mr. .AY. S llow*]| 
and Mr. C. C. Kirchner, while Mr. 
Portal and- Mr. Shephard opposed in 
conjuncton with Mr. R. E. Scanlon 
and Mr. S. Mezansky. Each speaker 
was allowed 30 minutes, and flvo ml;i. 
utes rebuttal for each side, which -was 
taken respectively by Ur , 9can!on 
and Mr. Batshaw. 

There was qult^.a large audience, 
wheh included a fair representation 
of working men from the t<> W n and 
the country round about. 

Mr. W. S. Howell opened the de- 
bate by giving à very able definition 
of his interpretation of Socialism. 
He protested that Soaaiism does not 
necessarily mply revolution, but that 
It Is ail Ideal according to which the 
productive machinery of the nation 
should be run for the benefit of the 
commun ty as u whole, Instead of for 
the -private profit of a few. 

Sir. K. E. Scanlon opened for the 
negative by pointing out the advan- 
tages of private enterpria*, which 
would inevitably be extngulshed un- 
i Philosophical Society will hold^ er tt socla , llit rtKlnK , JJfl crlUclsc(1 

the methods put forward, toy which a 
Social at government would raise 
Tiioney with which to buy up the in- 
dustries of the country; and pointed 
out that the i.ssue of "bonds" could 
nover be satisfactory for this purpose. 

Mr. Batshaw. taking up the U auso 
of Socalism, pointed out that In Eng- 
land during the war many important 
industries wer c taken over by the gov- 
ernment, for that, reason that, "private 
enterprise" could not be trusled to 
carry thorn on at such a critical time. 
He also quoted Mr. Jionisay McDon- 
ald to the effect that in jojo many 
thousands of people were only earn 
:ng two'- shillings and six pence per 
week. Ho poiuled to the unemploy. 
mom in England to-day, for which he 
holds Capitalism to bo responsible. 

Mr. Portal then pointed out that 
unemployment in England is due, not 
to the Capitalist .System, but i 0 the 
«lump in foreign trade arising from 
depreciated currencies, etc.; and lip 
alluded with «corn ig government 
control during Hie war, which very 
nearly wrecked iho country. Con- 
tinuing, he described the "network of 
responsibility/' ^hveh would be in- 
volved In t lie S talc -control of in"dus; 
try, making it impossible for business 
managers to act quickly or compete 
u the world's markets.. Socialism, 
he said, would mean 'lie "inllllorisni 
of labour;"--a most undesirable «la le 
Of affairs, 

Mr.- JCIrchnnr I hereupon said thai 
Socialism was an ;deul which nono 
could dispute, and that "where IIioio'h 
o. will there's a way." Ho said thai 
the details Of lli.cir programme would 
be worked out. when I he time co.mu. 

Mr. J/loyd pointed oui that we biq 
di'i'tlng towards Socialism more und 
mora e.v.c-ry day, that Jt is hound io

possibly the very best in Canada.

of the children in Qeriiiany are pre- 
sented in a statement Issue,] today 
by tho K04tsrn| Council of Chttrchcs at 
Washington, D. C, under the title 
"Do the Children Xeed Un?" .It 
paints a "black pit-lure" of the situ- 
ation not only among the children 
but also among Iho ng^d and the. 
general population. 

Tho churches declnro that 2,500,000 
are starving, A half million of them 
are under school age. 

The sttitemitllt sayH Ihsi "from ,10 
lier cent lo 70 per cent of the children 
In cities nti.l Industrial districts are 
undernourished. This is from one- 
third to one-half more than last 
June. 

"One ounce of meut per capita was 
Iho food supply for 1023. It is Icsh 
now. Only from one-eighth to one- 
twentieth of the pî'î-Svar milk supply 
Is available now— the quantity vary- 
ing with the district. Children over 
two years or age get no milk in tho 
cities nnd industrial 'districts. Twen- 
ty p;r cent of the children applying 
for adnilttnnc.2 to the schools are not 
hi condition to attend. 

"Sickness is playing havoc. There 
is ten times as much tuberculosis In 
among Iho school children as former- 
ly. The Increase in the death rat? 
for tuberculosis In 1323 was l-l per 
cent over 1922. In some communities 
It was double. It. will be still greni- 
er this year. 

"Rickets, blindness, scurvy, spinal 
curvature, anemia and pellagra, are 
prevalent, nil due to undernourish- 
ment. To add to the horror of the 
situation, from one-third to two- 
thirds of the. ho«'itnl bods cannot be 
used for lack of means to heat tho 
buildings and take care of. the pa- 
tients. Tn the tuberculosis hospitals 
two thirds of the patients share beds. 
A startling increase of 21 per cent in 
Infant, mortality was reported last 
year. Tho birth rate in many places 
decreased 50 per cent. Germany has 
stoppi-d printing mortality statistics 
because of tho alarming Increase. 

"Unemployment, had reached a 
height almost unbellevn'M-s iii Janu- 
ary, There were 4,000,000 unemployed 
workmen. In addition 3,500,000 werc 
working only part time. The high- 
est unemployment dole for a family 
Is 30 cents per day. This Is supposed 
to keep an entire family. One-third 
of the population of Germany Is de- 
pendent. Another one-third is on the 
verge of dependo-icy. Tho cost of 
living is twice what it was before 
the war. Wages are only 00 per 
cent of what they were before 1914, 

"Gfttmmny Is doing much to help 
Itself. Over 5,000,000 unemployed 
workmen and families nro r«celvlng 
government dole. Of the relief dis 
tribiited by lire. Friends, 47 per cent 
lins been given by the German govern 
ment, A special property tex of $1,- 
250,000 has lienn levied to fec-d 500,000 
children for five months. In addition, 
another 100,000 ore being fed toy Ger- 
man cilles. The government Is sup- 
porting 1,700,000 war widows and or- 
phans. Tt. also takes care of 1,400,000 
aged people ond Invalids. In many 
cases the aged had the savings ol 
years wiped out by live tUcrcased 
value of the mark. 

"In -ndeilltVin the tieihilan people 
«ire doing a great deal. The farnvÉrs 
supported free 400,000 children from 
Ihe cities in the summer of 1023. 
They am giving 4,300 Ions of food 
monthly in feo.l 1,250,000 children . 
Twenty per cenl of nil relief him been 
riven by the- wealthier people hi Ger- 
many. The distribution <|-.1<l pre- 
potation of supplies lins been done by 
volunteers. Germany Is unable to 
feed all her starving children, 

"Tho country can ralsa only cs per 
cent of Us minimum rond requir*. 
menu. This is because ll. Is largely 
an Industrial country. Last year 
Germany was a.ble to export only one- 
sixlli of what was dope before Hie 
war. Kor I his reiittoii (hero la no 
money to hiîy ainlil lonal foodstuffs. 
The supplemental feeding given 
Ihrougli American relief cosla only 17 
penis per month per child, and yet || 
keeps the ynimgstor."

Mr. Geo. Macaulay Trevelyan 
Unsympathetic 

COLD REFERENCES 



Unappreciative of the Ro- 
mance and Poetry of 



The writer Wns prlvilgcd to bear 
that great student ami expositor of 
history and literature, Mr. Geo. 
Macnulny Trevolyitn, at the Ttoyal 
Victoria College on Monday, nnd two 
years ng () when he delivered tho 
Henry Shlgwlck Memorial lecture at 
•Cnmbrldgii. lie Is beyond quMHlon 
one whom it is both a pleasure und 
and education to henr and the writer 
'would go again ana again It the op- 
portunity wcro to present itself. 
Hut on each of the above occasions 
hero has been ono thing which caused 
regret and disappointment, it was 
the lccturn-f. cold, unsympathetic re- 
ferences lo Science. Theso two ad- 
jectives are used deliberately, for tho 
lecturer gave not the slightest sug- 
gestions or any appréciai Ion or the 
romance and poetry or Science; of 
tho beauty and harmony of Nature 
,na the scientist views It; and of the 
liimuzlng Imaginative and speculative 
.workings' of the human mind when, 
after having found certain , facts and 
•truths, it reaches out with n. proph- 
etic Insight nnd daring, unparallell- 
ed in iltcralure, to grope In that 
mysterious shadowy border land be- 
tween the known and the unknown. 

The lecturer employed two adjec- 
tives— "certain" and "useful" — as 
though they summed up the whole of 
Science and set it in contrast to lit- 
erature and history. None know bet- 
ter than the Scientist himself how 
.uncertain is much of his work — therc- 
|ln lies its compelling interest and 
faecinntlon— the Infinite variety— of 
Nature, the asymptotic character of 
the curve of Knowledge | n its rela- 
tion to the straight line of Truth. 
"Science," to quote tho words of the 
Director of one of McGill's science 
departments, "is something more 
than the turning out of Kord cars." 

Science is "UMtul"— most assuredly 
much of It is, and the more so the 
better. But perhaps to (ho majority 
of scientists the fundamental principle 
gives a greater saticfaclion of an in- 
tellectual kind than does its practical 
application, though far from despis- 
ing "applied" science, it is an add- 
itional source of satisfaction and 
Pleasure lo .wo some apparently pure- 
ly theoretical piece of scientific work 
opening now- possibilities of practical 
benefit to mankind— And in this 
sense is not tho historian on exact- 
ly the same footing as. the pure scien- 
tist? His delight Is to uncover und 
interprot history— merely to bring 



■enjoyment to his own soul? No, said 
Monday's lecturer, to expound It to 
the people of today nnd tomorrow; 
not, wo suppose, merely to give 
them intellectual pleasure, hut for 
tho very useful and practical pur- 
pose or giving them whnt Ilticon 
termed "wisdom." 

Why |s it, we wonder that so many 
of tho greatest men of letters foil to 
catch a vision of the meaning and 
beauty of. Science. Kara have they 
but I hey hear not the music of the 
spheres; eyes huvo they hut they 
sen nol Iho sublimity of the laws or 
natliro; minds have they but they 
limit llieni lo the contemplation of 
tho deeds and motives of flnllo hu- 
man beings who for n fow thousand 
centuries are overrunning the earth. 
They fail to realize that tho scien- 
tist Is not a. mere calculating machine 
but a scn.rcher after tho Interpreta- 
tion of the manifestations in space 
nnd time — not of finite minds— but 
of Mind, as Professor, A. K. lidding- 
ton was led to term that which other 
thinkers designate In various ways — 
Creative activity, Ultimate l-Jncrgy, 
or Just simply, Nature.

llnltelmal? Such ar. annulment i.? 
suggested by .lustlce's advocation of 
the plebiscite, the taking of which 
would infer that t'.io Students' So- 
ciety has no longer the power to 
voice the opinion by popular vote of. 
the students themselves. Surely wc 
haw not come to such a state n this.

Those "three of four 
hundred" who will be at the 'meeting 
today are the ones who have- the In- 
terests of the College essentially at 
heart, and Is there any Justification 
whatever in arguing that their actions 
should be overruled by those who 
have not sufficient Interest. In College 
affairs to attund ibesï meetings of the 
u ndergraduates. 

With regard to the fact that there 
has been an Increased expenditure on 
athletics during the past year with 
les» championship results — this Is no 
argument against such expenditure 
on alhlftlcs.

Dear Sir:— To-day, March 1» 1024, 
martes n very important day for the 
student* nt McGill and for those to 
come. A proposal Is before the Stu- 
dents Society which is essentially 
thnt every undergraduate contribute 
a certain stun of money in return for 
admission lo nil college games. 

The purpose of this levy to mis 
can only appear to he two fold 
n i'iiely to i istiro laivrr and rixed 
revenue and secondly to Increase at- 
tendance in. tho games. The assump- 
tion thnt Ihe second purpose will be 
fulfilled is by no moans sound and I 
am inclined to think that the stress 
, which Is laid on the Importance of 
larger turnouts, which are highly do 
islntble, only beclouds the real issue 
.namely thnt of a larger revenue. 11 
is on tho financial side of sport that 
I wish to dwell briefly. 

Of Into there has been a tendency 
nt McClill on tho part of n certain 
ii mnlier of sïuduiit* to overestimate 
the value, of money in sport. It has 
been dearly demonstrated during tho 
prosout college yonr thnt the amount 
of mouny wo spend on athletics is no 
criterion of Ihe success which we at 
tain. I would suggest that instead, of 
asking I ho students for more money 
that we cut our expenditure down. 
1 do not think thnt the transporta- 
tion -charges can ho reduced but the 
axe nf economy can bo greatly used 
as far ns hotel expenses and meals 
are concerned. Another important 
reduction could be obtained by abol 
tailing free meals for nthlotes. What 
mure right has an athlete to such 
considerations than a man on any of 
the other oxocutlvoo?' Participation 
In sport should ho looked upon as an 
enjoyment by thoso tnkinc P«rt and 
not us a hardship. Tho terrific enu:v- 
mpnt costs en ii bo reduced without 
Impairing efficiency. 

If only wo could make McGill Known 
us the centra of clean amateur spori 
m Canada without u truce of coiii- 
niorcialiïiin attached to It then I am 
convinced that our uthlotlcs will not 
suffer by It. I think it Is Imperative 
that every student turn out and give 
Uiu "Capital Levy" at McGill ns much 
jo os it has In England.
